Law Prohibiting Ailanthus, Which 
Doesn't Always Smell Good, 
Passed in 1895. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2—The 
“Tree of Heaven“ can't get into 
Washington. Botanically, the tree 
is the ailanthus, popular in many 
cities because of hardiness and 
speed of growth. 
Just why it is barred here has 
been forgotten—the prohibition was 
written into the law in 1898. 
But some tree experts say: “It 
spreads mighty fast, isn't especially 
pretty, and its twigs don't always 
smell so good.” 


Ailanthus trees are common in St. 
Louis Where they thrive in the 
city’s smoke and, because of the 
rapidity with which seedings sprout, 
resist even deliberate efforts to de- 
stroy them. Maple piace formerly . 
‘was known as Ailanthus street but 
the name was changed in 1907 be- 
cause residents there found that 
their friends, and delivery boys, 
had difficulty spelling pro- 
nouncing it.

ABERDEEN, Scotland, Sept. 2. 
— United States Ambassador Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy gave Europe’s 
leaders a tip today—to follow the 
example of the United States and 
Great Britain in settling their dif- 
ferences. 

He expressed confidence that 
British-American devotion to the 
principle of “gaod natured settle- 


ment” would “keep us out of war.“ 


The Ambassador spoke at a 
luncheon preceding a Scottish- 


American-Anglican church cere- 
mony at the Cathedral of Aber- 


deen. 


His reference was to settlement 


of British and American claims 
over tiny Canton and Enderbury 
Islands in the South Pacific by 
which both countries decided to use 
them in common. 

“We have just come tarough most 
of a dangerous summer when ru- 
mors of war are thick on every 
hand and when actual armed con- 
flicts are in progress in different 
parts of the world,” Kennedy said. 

“Fighting, whether called war or 
not, and threats of fighting come 
from the impatience and inability 
of leaders to work out pacific set- 
tlements. 

“They are unwilling or unable to 
keep hold of the past while marca- 
ing toward tne future. 

“They feel they must break vio- 
lently with what has existed, in 
their zeal to hasten what they be- 
lieve is proper development, but 
breaks are unnecessary. 

Example of Settlement. 

“We believe we have just wit- 
nessed an example of good-natured 
settlement of a profound difference 
of opinion between Great Britain 
and the United States—a cameo of 
what world settlement might be if 
the same intelligent good-neighbor- 
liness were always exhibited by dif- 
ferent nations. 

“Both countries believed that 
gome specks in the Pacific Ocean, 
called islands by courtesy, belonged 
to them. 

“It was impossible to get at the 
merits of the respective claims in 
time to solve the current problem, 
which was their use in the devel- 
opment of civil aviation across the 
Pacific. 

“The two governments saw alike 
in one thing—that the question of 
sovereignty must not be allowed 
to stand in the way of aviation’s 
success just now, when it is mak- 
ing such useful strides forward. 

Roosevelt's Idea. 

“President Roosevelt had a happy 
inspiration. 

“He had me suggest to British 
authorities that the islands be ad- 
ministered jointly by the two gov- 
ernments for a protracted period of 
time. 

“During that time the question of 
their real utility would be settled 
and there would be time to investi- 
gate patiently and unheatedly the 
issue of their ownership. 

“The suggestion was cordially re- 


ceived at the (British) Foreign Of- 


fice and the matter was settled 
along those lines. 

“We are blessed that our two 
countries will never let incipient 
“quarrels progress to a stage of ill- 
feeling. 

“We are imbued with certain old- 
fashioned but still useful qualities— 
respect for the rights of others 
and for the sanctity of engagements 
as well as a genuine love of free- 
dom for the individual.” 

Talk at Church Ceremony. 

Kennedy made a plea for renew- 
a) of faith and spiritual courage in 
the world in his address at 
church ceremony. 

“It appears to me,” he said, “that 
we have come to a point where 
spiritual values have so declined in 
men that incentive is disappear- 
ing. We must reawaken the flame 
of faith and spiritual courage whica 
has always enheartened men of 
right vision in the world’s his- 
tory.” 

The Ambassador laid the corner- 
stone of a memorial to Bishop 
Samuel Seabury, who was born 
Nov. 30, 1729, in Ledyard, Conn., 
and was consecrated Bishop of 
Connecticut Nov. 14, 1784, in Aber- 
deen. The ceremony at St. An- 
drew’s Cathedral of the Scottish 
Episcopal Church marked the bond 
between the Scottisn Episcopal 
Church and the American Epis- 
copal Church dating from that 
time. hing 

The memorial is an extension and 
enlargement of St. Andrew’s. Money 
for it was raised in the United 
States.

PARIS, Sept. 2-—-The Rightist 
newspaper Le Journal published 
yesterday an interview with Reichs- 
fuehrer Adolf Hitler quoting him 
as saying France and Germany 
have more reasons for reciprocal 
admiration than for hate. 


The writer, Alphonse de Chateau- 
briand, said Hitler told him at 
the Fuehrer’s Bavarian mountain 
retreat that the Nazi conception of 
the world is impossible without 
peace, concluding that “a long and 
profound peace is necessary.” 

Hitler opened the interview by 
stating that, before the coming of 
Naziism, Europe’s greatest danger 
was that Germany would go Bol- 
shevik. ; 

“Now I no longer believe Bol- 
shevism will accomplish its ends in 
nations like Holland, Belgium and 
France,” he was quoted as saying. 

“Russo-Asiatic Communism in 
these nations is conquered. Interior 
crises may be produced, there will 
be more of them, but France for 
example will never fall prey to 
this devouring principle.” 

Turning to French-German rela- 
tions Hitler was quoted as saying: 

“We have had plenty of differ- 
ences with France in history, but 
we nevertheless are two peoples of 
the same family.

Qn Aug. 21 Ashworth, who is an 
ex-convict, 37 years old, married 
and the father of three children, 
picked up the girl on a street near 
her home here and took her to a 
quarry in Andrew County north of 
here where he kept her five hours. 

After reieasing the child he fled, 
but was traced to Green Bav. 

He was brought to jail here 
after midnight. Questioned by 
Prosecutor Morris Hoffman, Sher- 
iff George Moran of Buchanan 
County and Sheriff Henry Bruns 
of Andrew County, he confessed ab- 
duction and criminal attack.

The Chinese also reported they 
recaptured Anshan, keypoint for a 


Japanese offensive toward Teian 
on the Nanchang-Kuikiang Rail- 
way. 

A Japanese column, however, was 
said to have reached a point three 
miles from Teinan with. the hope 
of joining another column that was 
marching from Singtze so that both 
could attack the railway north of 
Teian. 2 

The Japanese asserted their land 
and river forces were closing in 
on Matowchen, Anhwei Province, 
a move to bottle up Chinese posi- 
tions east of the Kiukiang sector. 
More than 100 Japanese planes 
bombed the defenders’ lines.

PARIS, Sept. 2.—A strike of 14,- 
000 textile workers in Amiens today 
added to the problems of the 
French Cabinet, already perturbed 
over the German-Czechoslovak sit- 
uation and workefs’ opposition to 
lengthening the 40-hour week. 


Protesting against proposed pay 
outs ranging from 11 to 19 per cent, 


the Amiens employes refused to be- 
gin work and occupied several large 
factories. Company represéntatives 
said the reductions were necessary 
to keep plants running. 

At Lille, 800 municipal street car 
employes refused to begin service. 
Residents were forced to walk to 
work. The dispute concerned the 
discharge of 37 workers last week 
after employers asserted the pay- 
roll was too large. 


Czech Situation Reviewed. 


The Cabinet discussed labor trou- 
bles in a two.and a half hour ses- 
sion, although most of the time was 
devoted to detailed reviews of the 
Czechoslovakian question by Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladier and Foreign 
Minister Georges Bonnet. 

A short communique at the close 
of the meeting failed to show 
whether the Ministers took any def- 
inite action to enforce the modifi- 
cations of the 40-hour week in in- 
dustry already decreed. . 

The session, over which Presi- 
dent Albert Lebrun presided, had 
been expected to deal mainly’ with 
the German-Czechoslovakian situa- 
tion, but labor’s opposition to an 
increase of labor hours in the in- 
terest of national defense made con- 
sideration of the strike threats im- 
perative. 

The Government, in fact, con- 
siders the two problems as one, 
for it fears the trouble at home 
might give Adolf Hitler a go signal 
to settle the Sudeten Germans’ au- 
tonomy demands by force.

Workers in the highly industrial 
north of France took the lead with 
Leftist Paris labor unions not far 
behind. In addition to the workers 
who struck in Amiens today, 200,000 
textile factory employes in the 
north set Sept. 8 as the limit by 
which they must receive 12 per cent 
more wages. In Paris 160,000 build- 
ing workers gave their employers a 
15-day ultimatum to conclude a 
new bargaining contract. 

At the same time Paris public 
service workers gave orders through 
their executive committee to pre- 
pare for “action.” 

Thousands of young conscripts of 
the class of 1918 set out yesterday 
for frontier training grounds, start- 
ing a movement which in four days 
will increase France's standing 
army temporarily to 825,000 men. 
They were part of the fall half of 
the new conscript class which 
numbers 125,000. 

By the overlap between them and 
conscripts completing the two-year 
training period, France’s army will 
be increased far beyond its normal 
strength of 700,000. It will be a 
month or six weeks in the normal 
course of events before the army 
will release the seasoned half-class. 
This half-class will be kept on duty 
until the 125,000 raw conscripts, 
reporting today and for the next 
three days, become accustomed to 
army life. 


AMERICANS IN SHANGHAI LIST

Cable Complaints to Secretary of 
State With Request He 
Notify Tokio.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 2—The Ameri- 
can Community Committee, com-

BREGENZ, Germany, Sept. 2.— 
Dr. Otto Ender, former Austrian 
Chancellor, has been transferred to 
the Dachau concentration camp, his 
family learned yesterday. 

Dr. Ender was arrested immedi- 
ately after Germany annexed Aus- 
tria last March 13. Later he was 
transferred to Innsbruck. 

It was under his premiership that 
Austria concluded a treaty with 
Germany early in 1931 establishing

countries. Dr. Ender, now 62, was 
Chancellor of Austria from Decem- 
ber, 1930, until the middle of June, 
1931. In 1933 he joined the Cab- 
inet of the late Engelbert Dollfuss 
as Minister Without Portfolio. 

He is married and the father of 
four sons and three daughters.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The 
Committee for Industrial Organisa- 
tion likes the Wagner Act as it is 
and wants no changes. 

The C I O contends that by pro- 
tecting the right of workers to or- 
ganize, the law has resulted in the 

of “a great union labor 
movement,” in regions which for- 
merly knew nothing but “an anti- 
union terror.” And it cites as a 
corollary result that “the Wagner 
Act has become as much hated by 
reactionary exploiters of labor as 
it iss liked by the working peo- 
ple.” 

The C I O attributes current at- 
tacks upon the law to “tory indus- 
trialists,“ who it says are trying 
to get amendments which would 
destroy it as “an effective instru- 
ment for protecting labor’s rights.” 

CIO Assails A. F. of L. Stand. 

Predicting that such a cam- 
paign, by itself, could not succeed, 
the C I O then aims its shafts at 
the American Federation of Labor 
and says: 

“A more real danger arises from 
the support which these attacks 
are receiving from leaders of the 
A. F. of L.. . . who are playing into 
the hands of the enemies of all la- 
bor with demands for crippling 
amendments.” 

To A. F. of L. attacks against 
NLR B decisions, the C I O replies 
with a reminder that it, too, has 
“complained bitterly” at decisions 
ordering that bargaining be on a 
craft union basis and abrogating, 
in one instance, a C I O contract, 
just as federation contracts have 
been ordered canceled. The organ- 
ization continues: 

“But that is no reason why it 
should join in the employers’ de- 
mand for curtailing board powers 
which are used in the great ma- 
jority of cases to protect the rights 
of all workers, irrespective of 
whether they are A. F. of L. or 
o tO.” 

Stand of Labor Board. 

Like the C I O, the Labor Board 
itself sees no need for revising the 
act. Its members, too, are always 
ready to answer the often-repeated 
charges that it unfairly favors la- 
bor, as against. employer, or the 
C I O as against the A. F. of IL. 

“If critics who accuse us of be- 
ing pro-labor mean thereby, and 
many of them do, that, ve do 
not carefully and judiciously weigh 
the evidence to determine whether 
the statute has been violated; that 
upon the accusation by an employe 
or a union, we assume that an em- 
ployer has violated the law, they 
are utterly wrong,” says J. 
Warren Madden, chairman of the 
board, He adds a detailed account 
of the laborious process by which, 
he says, the board seeks to get at 
the facts. 

When the A. F. of L. complains 
that its craft unions are not be- 
ing given proper recognition, 
NLRB officials reply that when 
such unions are well organized and 
investigation shows them to be 
truly representative, the craft 
union are made the bargaining 
agent. 

Abrogation of Contracts. 

In answer to A. F. of L. com- 
plaints about the board canceling 
contracts between employers and 
A. F. of L. craft unions, NLRB 
officials say that in the early days, 
the federation was much pleased 
at orders abrogating contracts be- 
tween management and company 
unions. Since then A. F. of L. con- 
tracts have been abrogate’ in in- 
stances where it was alleged that 
the employer had influenced the 


such cases, board officials add, the 
board abides b. the results of an 
election, .

Reply for Every Proposal. 

Executives of the board or of the 
C I O, and in some cases, both, 
have a reply for every amendment 
to the Wagner Act that has been 
proposed, } 

To the suggestion that the law 
forbid “coercion from any source,” 
board members have replied that 
the whole body of state and local 
law is filled with penalties for the 
forms of “coercion” available to 
the unions. 

Moreover, board officials contend 
that without an immensely en- 
larged force, they could not even 
begin to “police” such a situation. 
It would “take an army,” they say. 

The C I O backing these argu- 
mnets, also says the “no coercion 
amendments 
“hide a vicious attack upon the 
right to strike,” through the pos- 
sible application of old court inter- 
pretations of the word “coercion” 
to labor disputes. | 

When the proposal is raised that 
employers be given the privilege 
of advising employes between two 
rival unions or of appealing to the 
board to order an election to de- 
termine which union represents 
the employes, a board official says 
that the “fundamental philosophy 
of the law,” makes the choice of a 
union “the exclusive concern of the 
employes themselves.” 

Question of Craft Minorities. 

The CI O says the amendment 
is proposed to enable employers to 
hamstring young unions by obtain- 
ing an election before they can 
reach their potential. strength. 

The C I O alone makes answer to 
the A. F. of L's appeal for an 
amendment forcing the board to 
recognize craft units as a collec- 
tive bargaining basis. It says 

“The argument is that a craft 
minority should have the right to 
decide for itself what union it de- 
sires. This is like saying that the 
City of New York should have the 
right to secede from the United 
States if the majority of New 
Yorkers voted to do 80. 

“Such procedure defeats the 
wishes of the majority of all em- 
ployes, flouts the democratic prin- 
ciple of majority rule, makes for 
industrial conflict and complica- 
tions, and seriously weakens labor 
in its fight for equality of bargain- 
ing power with the greats employ- 
ing corporations.”

OTHERS AIMED AT 
MILITARY TARGETS 


Two Officers Particularly 
Criticise Assault at Tor- 
revieja, Where 17 Were 
Killed, 70 Wounded. 


By the Associa Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 2.—A report by 


a two-man British mission asserted | 


yesterday that some insurgent air 
raids along the Eastern Spanish 
coast were deliberate attacks on 
civilian populations while others 
were aimed at what insurgents re- 
gard as military targets. 

The report, compiled by Col. Rus- 
combe Smyth-Pigott and Maj. F. 
B. Lejune, was made public by the 
British Foreign Office. The two 
men investigated at the request of 
the Barcelona Government. 

The investigators, dealing with 
raids on Alicante, one of the most 
bombed Government ports, found 
that 41 of 46 attacks were attempts 
to hit the port area or railway sta- 
tions, which insurgents regarded 

as legitimate targets. 

he insurgents were particularly 
criticised for bombing Torrevieja, 
Aug. 25, when 17 persons were 


killed and 70 wounded, and for an} 


attack, Aug. 8, on the outskirts of 
Stiges, where 300 children of refu- 
gees and soldiers were housed with 
400 wounded soldiers. 

In the Torrevieja case, the mis- 
sion decided that planes which 
dropped 30 bombs and destroyed or 
damaged 50 houses made “a delib- 
erate attack on a defenseless civil 
population.” 

Of the raid on Stiges, the report 
said the bombs were dropped on 
a civilian area. Three persons were 
killed and five injured there. 

In each case, the mission stated, 
it had had no opportunity to ex- 
amine insurgent intelligence re- 
ports, orders issued to pilots or pi- 
lots’ reports on thé raids.

Co-operative Spirit 


and Restraint 


Principle Generally Accepted, Commission | 
Says, and Strikes Are Marked By Little 


Violence—Closed 


Shop Infrequent.

WASHINGTON „ Sept. 2.— With 
praise from President Roosevelt 
for “the co-operative spirit coupled 
with restraint” shown by British 
employers and employes, the report 
of the special commission named 
to study collective bargaining in 
Great Britain was made public to- 
day. | 
Striking a carefully neütral 
line, the presidential commission 
has obviously tried to be objective 
in outlining the principal phase 
of the employer-employe relation- 
ship. The nine commissioners who 
sign the report find little to 
criticise in Britain’s system of vol- 
untary collective bargaining. They 
point to the general strike of 1926 
as a “salutary lesson” which served 
to bring the two sides together 
in closer understanding. 5 

The facts presented in the report 
could have been taken from any 
standard text book on British labor 
relations or from any one of a 
number of official reports and pam- 
phiets issued by the Ministry 
of Labor in London and on file 
here. But it is plainly part of 
President Roosevelt’s strategy to 
get the names of men and women 
representing widely divergent views 
and interests attached to such a 
statement of facts about the Brit- 
ish picture. He said when ap- 
pointing the commission that he 
hoped their report would be as 


simple as A B C and it comes; 


close to that aim. 
President’s Purpose Not Clear. 


The exact direction of this strat- 
egy is not yet clear. The Presi- 
dent has indicated he would favor 
amendment of the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act, but it is difficult 
to see how the report just re- 
leased could be used to.that end. 

In two weeks the commission 
will turn in a similar report on 
labor relations in Sweden. Mem- 
bers of the commission Spent sev- 
eral weeks in each country. 

Appointed on June 16, the com- 
mission is representative of both 
labor and employers. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor accepted 
Roosevelt's invitation to partici- 
pate in the study and designated 
Robert J. Watt, who is also the 
American labor representative at 
the International Labor Office in 
Geneva, as its commissioner. 

John L. Lewis, chairman of the 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation, first consented to partici- 
pate and then backed out on the 
suspicion that the commission re- 
port would be used to take away 
a great many of the rights and 
privileges labor has had under the 
Wagner Act. Lewis and his asso- 
ciates in the C I O were also sus- 
picious of the personnel named to 
the commission and particularly of 
the presence of Charles R. Hook, 
head of the American Rolling 
Mills Co. and at one time under in- 
vestigation by the La Follette 
Civil Liberties Committee in con- 
nection with anti-union propa- 
ganda. 

President Points to Restraint. 


“To me,” the President said in 
presenting the report, “the most 
salient feature of it, is the co- 
operative spirit coupled with re- 
straint which is shown by those 
who represent both employers and 
employes in Great Britain. Col- 
lective bargaining is an acceptec 
fact and because of this the ma- 
chinery which carries it out is func- 
tioning.” 

This was stressed, too, through- 
out the report—that both sides 
take collective bargaining for 
granted in Britain today. The com- 
mission points to bitter struggles 
that took part in industrial Eng- 
land in the last century and the 
intimation is that America’s pres- 
ent labor ‘difficulties are merely 
part of an evolutionary process 
looking toward the eventual estab- 


lishment of peaceful and orderiy 


means of settling wage differences. 
But any diréct comparison with 
American conditions is carefully 
avoided. 

The commission report takes 
pains to puncture the legend that 
British trade unions are incorpor- 
ated and therefore subject to dam- 
age suits in the courts. This has 
been frequently stated by employer 
groups in attacking the “irrespon- 
sibility” of American trade unions. 
The report also points out that 
the Trade Disputes Act passed by 
a Conservative-Liberal majority in 
Parliament in 1927—as a result of 
the scare occasioned by the general 
strike of the preceding year—puts 
only minor restraints on the trade 
unions. 

“We found a complete unanimity 
of opinion,” the report states, “that 
the act of 1927 does not forbid, or 
destroy the immunity of unions 
from suit in the case of sympa- 
thetic strikes extending beyond a 
given industry, unless such strikes 
are also designed or calculated to 
coerce the Government, either di- 
rectly or by inflicting hardship 
upon the community.” 

More Strikes Under the Law. 


The 1927 act outlaws sympathetic 
strikes only if they are intended 
to coerce the Government and the

general impression has been that 
it was intended to bar a general 
strike, In this respect the law has 
never had a test. Far from bar- 
ring sympathetic strikes in general, 
however, the report shows that 
there were more such strikes after 
the law than before. In the years 
1923, 1924, and 1925 there were 43 
sympathetic strikes, involving a 
total of 71,000 workers,” it says, 
“and in the years 1934, 1935 and 
1936 there were 39 sympathetic 
strikes, involving a total of 120,000 
workers.” 

The report also strésses the dis- 
cipline prevailing both in trade 
unions and in employer groups. 
Every effort is made to settle jur- 
isdictional and organizational dis- 
putes between unions without hard- 
ship to the employer through stop- 
page of work, the report declares. 

“The national officials of the 
union are energetic in procuring a 
resumption of work in instances 
where unofficial stoppages occur,” 
the report says. “The general prin- 
ciple that there shall be no nego- 
tiations while the workers are out 
on unauthorized strikes is insisted 
upon and generally maintained 
From none of those with whom we 
conferred did we secure evidence 
of any substantial rank and file 
discontent.” 

“For the most part the conduct 
of strikes has been accompanied, 
at least since collective bargaining 
became generally accepted,” the 
commission says, “by relatively 
little violence or provocation. In 
the case of strikes involving at the 
outset enough workers to make a 
continued operation of a plant im- 
practical, employers almost invar- 
iably shut down their plants and 
do not attempt to operate until the 
controversy has been settled by ne- 
gotiation. 


Confidence on Both Sides. 


“Several reasons for this prac- 
tice were given us. In the first 
place, in the strongly organized in- 
dustries it is difficult to obtain 
replacements, but even where or- 
ganization is not extensive there 
is a general feeling among workers 
and employers that ‘the job belongs 
to the mah’ and that it is not right 
for men to take, or to be asked to 
take the jobs of their fellows. Sec- 
ondly, collective bargaining having 
been generally accepted, there is 
confidence on both sides that the 
controversy will be settled by 
peaceful negotiations and a desire 
on both sides to effect a resump- 
tion of work under circumstances 
as free from bitterness as possible 
so that future strife may be 
avoided.” 

The closed shop is very infre- 
quent in Great Britain, the com- 
mission found, and both employers 
and trade unionists expressed dis- 
approval of the check-off as prac- 
ticed in this country, whereby union 
dues are deducted from wages by 
the employer and turned over te 
the union. Both sides likewise ex- 
pressed strong opposition to any- 
thing approaching compulsory ar- 
bitration, the commission learned. 

“We could find no desire on the 
part of either employers’ associa- 
tions or unions to seek legislation 
which would make the voluntary 
agreements legally enforceable,” the 
report says. “On the contrary, 
perhaps the chief characteristics 
of the attitudes cf both groups is 
that legal sanctions for these agree- 
ments are undesirable and that the 
agreements should rest upon mu- 
tual understanding and good faith.” 


Employers Urge Unionization. 

Labor believes, the commission 
reports, that strong associations of 
employers in organizations intended 
solely for purposes of collective 
bargaining make for more peace- 
ful and secure relationships. Simi- 
larly employers favor strong trade 
union organizations enrolling all 
or virtually all of the workers in 
a plant. Commission members 
found posters put up in plants urg- 
ing organization for both sides. 

The report is 23 mimeographed 
pages in length, exclusive of ap- 
pendices which give detailed treat- 
ment of certain phases covered by 
the report.

The decrse, announced after a 
meeting of the Italian Cabinet, im- 
poses the first restrictions on the 
participation of Jews in the life 
of the nation since the expulsion, or- 
dered yesterday, of foreign Jews 
coming to Italy after 1918. 

Today’s decree applies to both 
teachers and students. 

Jews already enrolled in uni- 
versities as students will be per- 
mitted to complete their studies. 

The suspension of Jewish teach- 
ers, school administrators and aca- 
demicians will become effective 
Oct. 16. 

The decree is expected to throw 
a considerable number of univers- 
ity professors out of jobs but the 
rolls of various academies indi- 
cate few Jews hold memberships 
therein. 

Jewish graduates of secondary 
schools may continue studies in uni- 
versities “in a transitory manner.” 
That is the only exception. The 
enrollment of Jewish students in 
any grade of an educational insti- 
tution recognized by the state is 
otherwise forbidden, 

The curtailment of cultural ac- 
tivities of Jews is anticipated in 
further restrictions which, the de- 
cree indicates, will be imposed by 
the Fascist Grand Council when it 
meets Oct. 1. 

The decree says the Grand Coun- 
cil will fix a comprehensive basis 
for governing the “participation of 
Jews in the full life of the na- 
tion.” : 

The slogan of racial policy has 
been: “No Jews in the state, one 
Jew per thousand Italians in the 
life of the nation.” 

Foreign Jewish students previous- 
ly had been barred from all Italian 
schools. , 

Under the new decree, Jewish 
children will have to attend their 
own schools or other private schools 
whose diplomas are not recognized 
by the state. 

The teaching of the Arabic lan- 
guage in secondary schools also is 
ordered, apparently to further Ital- 
jan colonization and propaganda in 
Italy’s empire.

Mr. Kirchwey added proudly that the 
new diet did not cost a cent more than 
the old one. He told me he believed that 
when there is trouble in any prison, the 
real cause is generally the food, and that 
the attitude of prison authorities toward 
prisoners needs to be changed. It is a 
matter of importance to the public 
whether prisoners come out better or 
worse than when they went in. 

The terrible events in the Philadelphia 
County prison began with a hunger strike 
of more than 600 prisoners against the 
monotony of their diet.

Average Citizen can’t possibly “take time” 
to understand all of the functions and isn’t 
trained to understand them if he could. 

But this is not strictly true. The average 
voter is perfectly capable of intelligently 
appraising the performance of the various 
divisions of government and their costs, at 
least in a general way, if given a chance. 

The peril is that through shoddy report- 
ing by those whom he elects to manage lo- 
cal -affairs—we say “shoddy,” not neces- 
sarily deceitful—these processes are made 
to seem distant and unintelligible. 

The result is at he gives up trying, 
says “What can you do about it, anyway?” 
and becomes an easy prey for demagogues. 

Actually, this is the way dictatorship often 
begins. People become more and more dis- 
contented, they don’t understand exactly

ment, within the cities and towns, 


what the trouble is nor what ought to be 


done about it, and eventually they plump for 
the fellow promising the loudest to create 
Utopia. 

If the greater share of our people can be 
kept well informed about the processes of 
local’ government, if they are encouraged 
to take an interest in how the money’s 
being spent and what they're getting for it 
if that much is done, then democracy will 
have a fair chance to work on a larger scale. 

If it is respected locally, it will be re- 
spected and championed as a worthwhile 
principle in the larger area. And if it 
breaks down locally, it will eventually be 
discredited nationally—let us not fool our- 
selves as to that.

Now what are we doing to help the av- 


erage citizen understand his local govern-. 
ment, to familiarize him with its operations, 


its costs, and so on? Not enough, we 
fear. 
And that is precisely why we were struck

It Has Come to Be Great German Celebration 
and Occasion of Fuehrer’s Momentous 
Pronouncements. 


* 


The Partei Tag—the tenth con- 
gress of the National Socialist Ger- 
man Workers’ Party which begins 
in Nurnberg next week — means 
more to the Nazis than does a pres- 
idential inauguration to Americans 
or even a coronation to the British. 
It is for Hitler’s néw Germans what 
the great religious ceremonials of. 
St. Peter’s are for the Roman Cath- 
olic world. ; 

It is the concrete manifestation 
of a new patriotism, shrouded in 
mysticism and expressed in pseudo- 
religious rites, that sets Germany 
apart. from the democracies. It 
opens such a mental chasm be- 
tween them and the Third Reich 
that Britons and Americans can 
hardly understand this new cult 
at all. 

The 400,000 population of this 
medieval city on the Franconian 
plain will be doubled in the next 
eight days as battalion after battal- 
ion of Brown Shirts and Black 
Shirts and gray-clad regulars 
march through its old gates. 
Thousands and thousands of other 
Germans will pay fabulous prices— 
40 marks (about $10) for a ticket, to 
a single event will not be surprising 
—for admission to Alls and stadi- 
ums. Not a bed will be available for 
miles about. And everybody—Brown 
Shirt or tourist—will move about 
as though under orders every min- 
ute of the day. The Congress is, in 
fact, a mobilization. , 

Streets will be lined with mass- 
es of red, white and black Swasti- 
ka banners and crowded with the 
Army’s latest motorized equipment. 
Ceremonial fires will cast queer 
shadows on the grotesques of the 
city’s old Gothic buildings. 


Day Has Grown in Imporfance. 


The days of the congress—each 
one devoted to a different arm of 
Nazidom: one for the Labor Serv- 
ice, another for the Hitler Youth 
and so on—are the days in which 
the Germans tell themselves how 
good and strong they are. Partic- 
ularly since his adyent to power 
in 1933, Hitler has been utilizing 
the closing days of the congress to 
tell the world, too, how strong the 
Germans are. 

Drastic changes in policy—the 
laws against the Jews, the scrap- 
ping of sections of the Versailles 
treaty, the reintroduction of cdn- 
scription—have been announced 
in Nurnberg in recent years. In 
view of the strained Central Euro- 
pean situation, it is this precedent 
that will have the whole diplomatic 
corps waiting eagerly for the words 
with which Der Fuehrer will close 
this congress. 

Like so many Nazi custome and 
institutions, the “Partei Tag” was 
rather haphazard in its beginnings. 
In the early days of the Hitler 
movement “German Days” were 
celebrated almost constantly, but 
the party now declares that the 
first congress was held in Munich 
in January of 1923. It was a trivial 
affair without any indication that 
it was to be the precursor of a 
series of super-holidays. 

The beer-hall putsch in Novem- 
ber of 1923 and the consequent 
brief repressive measures against 
the movement made it impossible 
to hold a congress in 1924, but 
even in 1925 so little importance 
was attached to the event that it 
was not convened. 

The second congress was held at 
Weimar, Goethe’s city, in July of 
1926. It, too, was insignificant ex- 
cept for the fact that Hitler took 
over tho “Blood Banner,” the shot- 
riddled flag that was carried in 
fighting in front of Munich’s Feld- 
herrnhalle in 1923, and used it to 
consecrate a new flag. This has 
become the central ceremony of 
all later congresses—in fact, the 
supreme rite of the Nazis. 

The third congress—that of Au- 
gust, 1927—was the first to be held 
in Nurnberg—the place that in 
1933 Hitler renamed “City of the 

lies.” Hitler dedicated 12 new 
banners and received the salute of 
30,000 of his then forbidden Storm 
Troopers, but the townspeople 
were not intereste l. The thing fell 
so flat that it was decided not to 
hold a congress the next year. 

It was a bigger show than was 
held in Nurnberg in 1929, but not 
a much bette: cne. Hitler dedicat- 
ed 34 new flags; 60,000 of his troop- 
ers came, and for a novelty there 
were 2000 of his youth organization. 

oody clashes with Communists 
enlivened the proceedings. But in 
the end it had to be admitted that 
the congress fell flat. 

Party Day Comes To Its Own. 

So it was that four years passed 
without another congress. Those 
were the last years of the Weimar 
Republic—the years of Rr. Hein- 
rich Bruening, now in exile at 
Harvard, and the years of Hitler’s 
rise to the chancellorship. The 
fifth congress (late August and 
early September of 1933) was there- 
fore designated as the “Partei Tag 
des Sieges“ the party day of vic- 
or was e week of grandiose dem- 
onstration: Hitle dedicated 316 
flags. He took the salute of 100. 
000 militiamen. He spoke to 60,000 
members of the . Youth. te 8 
important of all, in two speeches 
on “Kultur und Rasse” and “Volk 
und Rasse,” Hitler enunciated his 
doctrine of Aryan racial purity.

But the sixth rally—that of Sep- 
tember, 1934—presented its diffi- 
culties. 
the blood purge of that summer, 
it became known as the Congress 
of the Empty, Seats.” It took more 
than drums and bugles and flags 
to cover the gaps that had been 
left in the party ranks by “the 
Night of the Long Knives“ June 
30, 1934. Nevertheless, this con- 
gress saw the first official partici- 
pation of the Labor Corps and the 
army, and it created the pattern 
that has been followed in each 
succeeding year. 

The next rally was designated as 
the Party day of Freedom and was 
designed to celebrate the denun- 
ciation of Section 5 of the Treaty 
of Versailles and the reintroduc- 
tion of conscription. It might, 
however, have been better called 
the Party day of the Army. There 
was such a display of militarism— 
including a very realistic sham 
battle that is now a regular fea- 
ture of the congress, that the new 
laws against the Jews attracted 
little notice. It is easy to agree 
with Roberts that this display of 
military strength filled Germans 
with such pride that they glossed 
over things that were less agree- 
able to them. Once more—as a na- 
tion—they could hold high their 
heads. 

The following rallies, naturally, 
were always bigger and better In 
1936 Hitler opened his Four-Year 
Plan for economic self-sufficiency 
and his crusade against the “pow- 
ers of disorder,” led by Russia. 
Last year he admitted German 
participation in the Spanish civil 
war and justified it as a necessary 
step to halt the spread of Bolshe- 
vism. He announced the Berlin- 
Rome-Tokio axis. He told the 
world that other Fuehrers would 
come to carry on the policies of 
Fascism, and he boasted of the 
strength of the new Germany. 

“Let this be a warning to those 
who would seek from Moscow to set 
the world on fire,” he said. “Let 
the world not forget that Germans 
now ere better soldiers than they 
were in the World War.” 

Attendance Grows Fast. 


Attendance at the congress has 
mounted almost by geometric pro- 
gression. Last year there were 34,- 
000 massed flags brought to Nurem- 
berg by 100,000 storm troopers, 140,- 
000 party functionaries and 42,000 
Hitler Youths—children from 12 to 
18 years old. More than 600,000 
spectators saw the sham battle 
which enlisted 12,000 men, 1400 mo- 
torized units, 1500 horses, 450 war 
planes and a Zeppelin. 

Among the guests of honor were 
not only delegations from Italy and 
Japan and Nazis and Nazi sympa- 
thizers from all parts of the world, 
but also 10 of the ranking members 
of Berlin’s diplomatic corps—men 
who went to Nurnberg with the 
foreknowledge that they would 
hear their own governments de- 
nounced. 

The old city—once the home of 
Albrecht Duerer, the artists, and 
Eans Sach, the meister singer—has 
been virtually rebuilt for the gath- 
erings. A huge Congress Hall has 
seats for more than 60,000 persons 
under a single roof. Here Hitler 
usually speaks. Other events are 
held on the Zeppelin Field and in 
the huge stadium for the construc- 
tion of which a whole mountain 
was cut away. 

A great parade is, naturally, one 
of the chief features of the con- 
gress. During the last two years 
it took at least six hours to pass a 
given point. The standard bearers 
were relieved every half hour. 
Goering obtained relief by leaning 
against the Fuehrer’s automobile, 
but Hitler himself stood rigid the 
edging every salute. And after 
whole time, scrupulously acknowl- 
that he rushed off for other cere- 
monies and more speeches, 

During the time not occupied by 
events on the congress program, 
there are any number of spontane- 
ous processions. The Nazis love to 
march, especially at night, when 
they carry lighted torches. 

The opening ceremonies in the 
Congress Hall are always impres- 
sive. Hundreds of Swastika flags 
are carried in to be massed at the 
back of the stage. Thousands of 
voices chant the “Song of the 
Standards.” Music and lights are 
used to keep the atmosphere tense. 
Then in an almost terrifying si- 
lence the names of those who died 
for the Nazi cause are read. The 
subsequent speeches and ceremon- 
ies are frequently punctuated by a 
mass-voiced “Heil, Hitler!” or an 
occasional Heil, Soldaten!“ (Hail, 
Soldiers!) or “Sieg Heil!” (Hail vic- 
tory!) 

The most impressive rite, how- 
ever, usually comes before Hitl 
addresses his Black Shirts and h 
Brown Shirts. Usually they as- 
semble in the Leopold Arena, 150,- 
000*or 200,000 strong. They form 
a solid mass, divided by a single 
lane that leads to the sacrificial 
flame—a mythical symbol that the 
Nazis have made peculiarily their 
own. 

Through this line Hitler and two 
of his chief lieutenants march in 
utter silence. They salute the fire. 
Then they march back in the same 
ominous quiet. It is an almost 
overwhelming gesture. And it is 
hard to miss its significance. As 
Roberts wrote, these three men 
represent individualism sharply 
outlined against the massed 
anonymity of the troopers. They 
represent leadership in contrast

7. Japan will generally strengthen 
her , defenses against the Soviet 
Union. 

8 When Japan's military objec- 
tive will have been attained in 
China, an attempt will be made te 
improve Japan’s relations with the 
foreign Powers in China, consider- 
ing their assistance may be needed 
in the reconstruction and so they 
may not be antagonistic in the 
event of a war with Russia. 

9. The present war-time system 
will be maintained indefinitely 
pending an ultimate settlement of 
the China war, which may take 
years, and in order to be fully pre- 
pared for a possible war with Rus- 
sia.

10. The establishment of a spe- 
cial China organization to deal with 
China policy is reserved for later 
decision. 

The Changkufeng fighting early 
last month no doubt was one of the 
main reasons for the change in the 
emphasis of Japan’s foreign policy, 
with an eye toward Russia. Jap- 
anese leaders realized then, more 
than ever before, the danger of 
becoming drawn too far in a war 
into the interior of China. This was 
long ago felt to be playing the 
Chinese game, but the stubborn 
Chinese resistance in the face of 
Japan’s successive victories led the 
Japanese to press further inland 
in pursuit of the enemy. With the 
capture of Hankow the Japanese 
are hoping that Chiang will suffer 
a deadly blow; but if Chiang does 
not lose heart then, the Japanese 
are ready to stop where they are 
and consdlidate their position, hold- 
ing the conquered territory indef- 
initely until an eventual settlement 
is reached. 

Settlement Years Off, Perhaps. 

It is realized here that a settle- 
ment is probably years off, and in 
the meantime Japan will support 
the establishment of a puppet gov- 
ernment to administer the whole 
of the conquered territory, with the 
idea that it will eventually become 
the Government of China and that 
the Chiang government, reduced to 
a local status, will ultimately fit 
into the new scheme. 

Sen. Seishiro Itagki, War Minis- 
ter, declared a few days ago that 
the establishment of the new China 
Government to administer the con- 
quered territory would come in 
two stages. First, a joint commis- 
sion would be set up to unify the 
existing Peipin, Nanking and In- 
ner Mongolian governments, and, 
later, a single central government 
would be constituted.

plan was unsound from a financial 
point of view. 


But, the President explained, the 
plan was a state proposition, and 
if adopted by the voters of the 
State, approved by the State Leg- 
islature, and did not violate the 
Federal constitutional provision re- 
garding currency, the State had a 
right to try out the plan.

Not a Chance. 

Asked if there was not a “chance” 
that the plan might be taken up 
nationally, the President replied 
that on the “doctrine of chances,” 
the answer was no. He related 
that in 1904 or 1905—which would 
have been when he was a student 
at Harvard or Columbia—the Brit- 
ish Ambassador James Bryce had 
told him that one of the adyantages 
the American Federal system of a 
union of states had over the Euro- 
pean system of centralized govern- 
ment was that when somebody had 
a brand-new idea, which migat be 
crackpot, it could be tried in one 
or two of the states before it was 
applied nationally. ° 

As an example of this state ex- 
perimentation, the President cited 
the spread of the direct primary. 
This method of nomination, he said, 
had been tried first in one, two or 
three states, and is now on a na- 
tional basis, and has shown excel- 
lent results. 

Further efforts by reporters for 
elucidation of the announcement 
regarding the election of liberal 
Republicans met with little success. 

One facetious reporter asked if 
the President knew where he could 
find such a Republican. This 
brought the usual easy laughter, 
but the President replied that he 
knew several. He declined to name 
them. 

“Supposing,” a reporter inter- 
jected, “a Democratic conservative 
is running against a Republican 
liberal. Does the President think 
the Republican would support his 
program?“ 

Mr. Roosevelt replied that every- 
thing depended on what was in the 
Republican’s heart; that if he was 


a real liberal, he would vote that 
way.

WORLD WHEAT CROP 
RECORD, INSTITUTE SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 2.—The International Insti- 
tute of Agriculture forecast a record world 
wheat crop for 1938 with the Northern

000 metric tons (3,854,550,000 bushels). 

The estimated production compared with 
last year’s crop of 91,700,000 metric tons 
(3,366,307,000 bushels and the previ 
all-time high of 94,300,000 metric tons ( 
461,753,000 bushels) in 1929. 

The figures did not include crops of 
Soviet Russia, China, Iran or Iraq. In 
regard to the Southern hemisphere, the in- 
stitute said its reports indicated crops were 
good in Argentina and Australia, the latter

a GROUP of 5-year-old boys and

After that try to tie him up 
witn a bold friend like Albert. Or 
get him into a nursery school 
group, or kinder arten, where 
other children will take him into 
the group and start him working. 
Another child is always a better 
leader for a timid child than any 
adult, however well-intentioned. 
The apparent roughness of the 
play of little children need not 
alarm anybody. They are noisy; 
they jump about and yell without 
apparent cause; mill about with 
no apparent ‘purpose in mind. But 
that is their way of getting to 
know each other, learn to play 
together. If possible, let them 
manage among themselves with- 
out help. They often do better 
without us. 4

In Bridge Game 


Why Four Declarers Made 
Contract, While Four 
Others Were Defeated. 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE traveling score sheet in @ 
certain board of a recent dupli- 
cate game told a remarkable 
story. At every table the final con- 
tract and opening lead had been the 
same, Yet, of the eight different 
declarers, exactly four had fulfilled 
the contract, while the other four 
had gone down one trick. The unk 
formity of these results led me to 
examine the deal, and the cards 
themselves produced the solution. 
South, dealer. 

Both sides vulneraole. 


The bidding: 


South West 
1 club Pass 


2 no trump Pass 
Pass Pass 


The bidding may have varied in 
some cases but, as I have said, the 
contract was invariably three no 
trump by South. In every case West 
opened the spade jack. Now, what 
was it about this hand that led to 
the aforesaid remarkable result, 
four declarers fulfilling the con- 
tract and four being defeated? I am 
just as sure that I know the an- 
swer as if I had kibitzed at every 
table! First, I shall describe what 
happened at a “successful” table. 

Dummy’s spade queen was cow 
ered by East’s king, and the ace was 
held up until the third round of the 
suit. A diamond was then led toward 
dummy and, of gurse, East per- 
mitted the jack to hold. Next, a 
club finesse was attempted, losing 
to West’s king, and after West col- 
lected his remaining spade trick he 
exited with a diamond. Another of 
dummy’s honors was played and 
East, feeling that declarer had a 
third diamond with which to reach 
dummy again, held up the ace. Un- 
doubtedly, the four East players 
“suffered” in varying degrees, try- 
ing to decide whether South had 
two or three diamonds, But the 
point is that each and every ono 
of them “guessed wrong” and per- 
mitted dummy’s second diamond 
honor to hold, After that, a suc 
cessful heart finesse clinched the 
contract. 

Now let us take up the case of 
the unsuccessful contracts. The 
play, of course, went the same at 
the early stages. But, on the sec- 
ond diamond lead, when East was 
called upon to accept, or refuse, 
the trick, he was in no doubt about 
the diamond situation. These four. 
East-West teams (as I later verie 
fied) used the conventional signal- 
ing device that clears up this pre- 
cise situation. It is just this: When 
dummy has a long suit without an 
outside entry, it is the duty of 
the defender who does not hold a 
stopper in that suit to play his 
cards in such an order as to indi- 
cate his length in the suit. Thus, 
in this case, West’s play of the 
deuce on the first diamond lead 
and the five spot on the second 
lead guaranteed that he held three 
diamonds, which, of course, from 
East’s point of view, left declarer 
with only two diamonds. If West 
had held a doubleton diamond it 
would have been his duty to play 
the higher one on e first lead 
and the lower on the second, thus 
telling East that d-clarer had start- 
ed with three diamonds. At is just 
as simple as that!
